being represented. Mi. Batchelder, the 
master of the state grange, took an™ es- 
pecially active and warm interest in the 
movement and did much towards its 
suoceas. At the meeting in Concord, 
officers were chosen, a constitution and 
by laws adopted and arraugemcnts made 
for tlie formation of several town organ- 
izations.

WHAT HE SAYS ABOUT IT. 


John Parkinson of Company H, 


Twenty-spcond United States Infantry, 
las returned to his home at West Con- 
cord, from Manila. 
He received an 


lonorable dis"harge from the service 
by reason of injuries received while 
ampaigning against the insurgents in 
and around Manila. 


When asked if the insurgents are 


good fighters be said: "Yes, up to 300 
or 4.00 yards, and then they break and 
cuttle into tho tickets like a flock of 
quail. The greathest factor in winning 
victories for the Americans has been 
the noise they have made when they 
sUrted fcr the rebels. The Kansas, Ne 
braska, Washington and other regi 
ments have yells peculiarly their own 
and when they let them go ia earnest 
the insurgents always moved, and -did 
not stand on the order of going, either. 


"I have seen since iny return some 


vivid descriptions of terrible bayonet 
charges against the insurgents, but 
hose bayonet charges were wholly in 
the minds of tho press correspondents. 
Why, durisg the campaign, I don't be 
ieve the boys have had the baj onets on 
the ends of the guns once. 
They had 


no use for bayonets, simply because the 
rebels would not stand long enough to 
allow the troops to use them. 


"Since I lauded in Han Francisco I 


have read considerable criticism of Gen. 
Otis and his method of conducting the 
campaign. The trouble with Otis is 
that he is trying to do too much,. He 
is tho civil governor, as well as the 
military commander. Either job would 
give him all that he could do, and in 
trying to do both, neither is done well.

After Tears Its Water Becomes 1m* 


pure and Unwholesome. 
* 


So much has been said about th« 


country well that It only needs a word 
in this purview. The country people 
love their "old wells." They alway» 
tell you: "Why, nobody ever got sick 
from our well!" I came across Just 
such a well within the last few 
months. Three- generations back thia 
old well furnibhed water for the same 
family, and no one, in fact, ever be- 
came sick from it. At last the old 
folks died and the second generatiott 
started on their way with a lar§e fam- 
ily of sous and /laughters. Stlfl no one 
became sick. The third 
generation 


became men and women and still re- 
sided at the old homestead; then at 
last, after so many years, the old well 
began its deadly work. One after an- 
other of the family was stricken with 
tjphoid fever, until four were 111 at 
one time, and tbut homestead will 
never be the same it once was, for 
there are two vacant places, and this 
old well, which before had "never 
made any one sick," yielded on chemi- 
cal examination 17.0 parts of chlorine 
per 100,000— not far removed from di- 
lute bewnge. 


The allurements of the old home- 


stead seem very enticing on the stage 
or on canvas, but under the exacting 
eye of the sanitarian, with his In- 
creased angle of vision, "things are 
not always what they seem." 


The vine-clad porch, with Its "wista- 


ria and frasrant honeysuckle, where 
"mother used to Bit,'' resolves itself 
into a damp, musty, sunless nursery of 
"the chronic rhcumatiism which made 
mother's life a burden." The old well, 
with its "pure, sweet water," has be- 
come*- a vast test-tube of colon bacil- 
lus at least, if none other, and the de- 
lightfully pure air, redolent with the 
perfume of flowers,, has become sur- 
charged with moisture reekim? with 
the teases of decomposition, from ft 
befouled «cil and a cellar soil and air 
saturated with the moldy debris of de- 
cayed vegetables. Such is not rarely 
the true story of the old homestead.

Managers and Strikers at the Smelt- 


ing Works In Colorado Still Far 
Apart—Scale Prepared by Manag- 
ers Xot to be Accepted—OtherfLa- 
bor Difficulties. 


Denver, Col., Aug. 2.—The announce- 


ment made by the managers of the 
Trust smelters that thej will allow the 
big mills here and at Pueblojto remain 
closed unless the strikers ' rfiturn ,.;t£> 
work under the schedule as 'propose'fl 
before the shutdown makes the out- 
look for resumption very dark. The 
men say they are willing to return to 
work under the scale proposed by the 
State Board of Arbitration,'but tliey 
will not accept the managers' scale. 


Consequently the situation is exactly 


the same as that of six weeks ago, 
when the lockout occurred. The Board 
of Arbitration's recommendations are 
cast aside, and the fight Is between 
men and managers, showing liAWe, or 
no prospect of a settlement,' The man- 
agers intimate that they will enlrirge 
the plants at Lendville, where there is 
no trouble, and may put in additional 
mills there. They will also ship to the 
smelters outside the State.

Manager fjrant nnd others sayingrthat 
they "knew nothing of Mr. An Idea of

June. The miners of Cripple Creek are 
somewhat independent of the smeltor 
Trust, as they smelt about 65 per cent, 
of their own ores.

After many 
members bad talked in support of a 
proposition to stand by the union man 
now striking, others pointed ^oxit that 
the brickmakert) had nothing to justify 
their action in quitting work tdthout 
tirst resorting to other methods to gain 
their point.

The 
squaring of dogmas is not occupying 
our minds, but the squaring of mutual 
relations is.

to diffuse itself. Is. not this diffusion 
a fair illustration of the state of re- 
ligion to-day? Many are doubtless not 
aware from whence the impulse was 
derived. To them it has come second- 
handed, they have breathed it in the 
air, but they obey the behests it 
makes. The luvwritten code, always 
by far the most powerful, Is higher 
than Amelius or Plato ever uttered. 


The daily sum of beautiful self-abne- 


gr^tion for others' welfare was never 
bo great. Never so many men forgave 
one another; the innocent pajmg the 
debt for the guilty. Never before in 
the history of man was there so much 
long suffering and forbearance, pa- 
tience and hope for the offender's re- 
form. Faith may have halted, for the 
moment in repeating the creeds, but 
it was never so great in the ultimate 
triumph of a kind Providence The 
best proof of this is the prevalent 
"good will among men."

The 
order 
of Elks is 
diffused, 


throughout the whole country, says 
Leslie's Weekly. It originated, in New 
York City in 1867, its founder being; 
Charles A. Vivian, a ballad singer. It 
was at first restricted to members of 
the theatrical profession and to sing- 
ers. In the 
beginning it 
hia-d only 


thirteen members. Its scope, however, 
soon- broadened; ana it .admitted: other 
persons- besides those tcr which it wzts 
;it first confined. Asocial organization 
at the outset, it developed into a be- 
nevolent order having lodges in every 
State, and having on its rolls represen- 
tatives. ;of .all the professions.

DECISION RENDERED. 


Chief Justice Blodgett Reports Upon 


the Jacques—Hale Case. 


Chief Justice Blodgett of the supreme 


oourt has handed down his finding on 
the referee, D. Arthur Taggart, in the 
case of Hale vs Jacques, brought to se- 
cure a partition of property at Little 
Boar's Head, now owned in common by 
the parties interested in the suit. 


By the finding which has been filed 


with counsel for tfoe parties the court 
orders the sale of the property by public 
unction, such sale to continue during 
the lifetime of Mrs. Hale, and at her 
death the property reverts to Jacqnes. 
The money realized from this sale is 
ordered into the hands of the court for 
distribution. 


The interest which the purchaser will 


acquire in the estate will be merely spec- 
ulative, as the length of his occupancy 
of course depends entirely on 
the 


length of time allotted to the plaintiff, 
who is now advanced in years. 


The cause of the trouble between Cap- 


tain Jacques and Mrs, Hale was a dis- 
pute over the beautiful summer home 
of the family at Little Boar's Head, 
which was known as "Miramar," ns pre- 
viously published. 


The report is in accordance with the 


recommendations of the referee, who 
found that a division of the property 
oonld not be done without great pre- 
judice and * inconvenience, and that a 
sale of the property would do justice to 
both parties.
